THE republican newspapers are mak-

NEXT year every farmer in the United 
States will be visited by a paid officer of 
the government, and asked to give the 
statistics of his farm crops, stock, etc., 
for the present one—1889. To be pre- 
pared for the census taker begin now to 
keep accurate accotmtsof all farm opera- 
tions and keep it up through the year. 
In this way only can the agricultural 
statistics of the census report have any 
real value. 


PRESIDENT HABRISON kept the senate 
in session exactly as long as did Mr. 
Cleveland. From March 4 to April 2 
President Cleveland sent in 171 nomina- 
twelve were not acted upon, two were 
withdrawn and one rejected. 
In the 
same length of time Harrison has made 
374 nominations. Of these nearly all 
have been confirmed. Three were with- 
drawn and two rejected. 


THE W. C. T. U., OF IndianapoUs,

teachers, to unite in an endeavor to sup- 
press the "innreasing boldness in the 
posting of indecent theater bills, notably 
those of the Lydia Thompson troupe, 
and the display of such pictures in cigar 
stores, news depots, and many grocery 
stores 
which dishonor 
womanhood, 
blunt the moral bense of the people and 
assail the innocence and purity of child- 
hood, with the degrading suggestions 
which are offered at every step by such 
advertisements." 


THE political situation in Rhode 
Island is mixed. 
The abolition of the 
property qualification law permits every 
one to vote and this in a measure con- 
tributed to the success of the democracy, 
if success it may be called. 
The demo- 
cratic state ticket has a plurality, but as 
a majority of all the votes cast is neces- 
sary to elect, there is no election for 
governor or other state officers with the 
single exception of attorney general, to 
which 
place Slocum, 
democrat, is 
chosen by a majority 
vote. The 
race for the control of the legislature 
is neck and neok between the two par- 
ties. 
There is no election in a number 
of districts, as a majority vote is neces- 
sary to elect, and the filling of the va- 
cancies may decide the complexion of 
the legislature. As the legislature elects 
governor and state officers when there is 
no choice by the people, the political 
cast of the state government will depend 
upon the control of the legislature and a 
a lively battle is on.

Bev. J. E. Gilb^, D. D., of Indian- 
opolis, superintendent of the Indiana 
Sunday Sohool Union, who has been in 
the city the last few days conducting the 
Allen oounty Sunday sohool convention, 
closed his labors last evening with a 
grand meeting of the churches of this 
city at the First Presbyterian church. 
The meeting in the afternoon at the City 
T. M. C. A. hall was a large one, and 
the seating capacity of the room was 
tested to the fullest limit, but the meet- 
ing in the evening surpassed it, as there 
was not an unoccupied seat in that im- 
mense auditorium. 


Dr. Gilbert delivered addresses at 
both meetings and his effort in the even- 
ing, with "The Problem of Cities" as 
the theme, was a magnificent one. He 
commenced with the thought that the 
large cities of a state or nation control 
its morals and that any effort looking to 
the reformation of a country must emi- 
nate from its cities. 
Viewed from a 
moral and religious standpoint, he said, 
London is England, Paris is France, St. 
Petersburg is Russia, Constantinople is 
Turkey and Fort Wayne is the country 
tributary to it, and each one determines 
the moral atmosphere of the country in 
which it is situated. 


How to convert these cities to Christ 
and through them the world is then the 
problem of the age. The doctor did not 
deprecate the grand efforts of the church 
in this direction, but, said he, our hope 
is in the children. 
Convert them and 
the great problem is solved, for as they 
grow up into manhood and womanhood 
they will develop into grand Christian 
chapters, the morals of our cities and 
nation will be changed and our country 
will be saved and converted to Christ. 


The avenue to this work is the Sun- 
day school. Let it enlarge its field and 
bring under its influences the children 
of the land. To do this a noble band of 
Christian Sunday school teachers are 
necessary, whose work must be mission- 
ary, going into the highways and by- 
ways of life to gather in the precious 
young and teach them the blessed Gos- 
pel of Christ. 
This done you have 
brought many of them into the church 
and the seed sown will be reaped in time 
with a thousand fold. 


This teacher trainiug is the doctor's 
special mission and to it he seems to 
have given his life. 
The method of it 
was given in other addresses, which he 
delivered at the Y. M. C. A. hall during 
the progress of the convention, and con- 
sists in having men and women educated 
KJtMKfKftmVXL 
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day school teacher, the doctor says, 
should be thoroughly educated in the 
Bible and the art of teaching it, and for 
this purpose he has a system of teacher 
training, under the direction of the In- 
ternational 
Sunday school institute, 
which he has introduced in this city and 
placed in competent hands. 


Space forbids, in this connection, go- 
ing into details, but the system is a 
grand one and should receive the sup- 
port and encouragement of every Sun- 
day school worker in this city, for it 
can not fail of working good results. It 
includes a study of a series of lessons, 
and for this purposes a large class has 
already been organized here, with Mrs. 
D. B. Wells, of the Westminster semi-* 
nary, as teacher, and the first meeting 
has been called for next Friday evening 
at the City Y. M. C. A. rooms. 


The class akeadv number some eighty 
members. 
The course embraces a thor- 
ough and systematic study of the Bible 
and runs through a series of lessons that 
will continue for a year or two. 


During the continuance of the conven- 
tion the Allen County Sunday School 
union was formed and the following of- 
ficers elected: President, W.D.Page;
